died in 1763), by whom she was the mother of tho three | 
Ladies Waldegrave in Reynolds’s famous picture; she | 
married, secondly, on September 6, 1766, bis Royal High- | 
ness William Henry Duke of Gloucester, by whom she was | 
the mother of the second and last Duke of Gloncester, | 
and died in August, 1807. In this portrait she is repre- | 
sented in gold-tinted dress with pearl ornaments, Pees 
her head upon her left arm, which rests upon a pedestal, | 
her hair dressed high and powdered, on canvas 354in. by | 
Zijin. Biddmg was started on Saturday at 5,000 guineas, | 
and in rather more than half-a-dozen bids reached 12,100} 
guineas, at which it was knocked down to Messrs, Agnew 
and Sons. This price, therefore, quite eclipses the 10,100 | 
guineas paid in 1876 for the famous stolen Duchess 
of Devonshire, which remained the record price for a 
Gainsborough until Saturday.
